Applicant's election without traverse of Species I 
(lactone-based compounds) in the Reply filed 03/13/09 is 
acknowledged. Upon careful consideration, the Requirement has 
been WITHDRAWN.

The listing of references in the specification is not a 
proper information disclosure statement.

Therefore, unless the references have been cited by the examiner 
on form PTO-892 or by applicant on form PTO-1449, they have not 
been considered. 

Claims 1-19 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: in order to conform to current U.S. practice, 
applicant should amend the instant claim terminology "selected 
from" to --selected from the group consisting of-- (each 
occurrence) . Appropriate correction is required. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In 

considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), 

the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 

claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered 

therein were made absent any evidence to the contrary. 

Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1.56 to 

point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that 

was not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in 

order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 

U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 

art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere 

Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for 

establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 

U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1. Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and 
the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent 
art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the 
application indicating obviousness or nonobviousness . 

Claims 1, 5-8, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Akai et al (4,622,069). 

Akai discloses composition for forming electroless plating 
on ceramics which comprises (i) 1 weight part of at least one 
member selected from the group consisting of organic palladium 
compounds and organic silver compounds, (ii) 0.1 to 200 weight 
parts of at least one member selected from the group consisting 
of organic metal compounds, (iii) 10 to 1000 weight parts of an 
organic solvent and optionally (iv) 1 to 500 weight parts of at 
least one member selected from the group consisting of high 
molecular compounds and particulate inorganic substances 
(Abstract) . The reference specifically discloses organometallic 
Ag/acid/amine-containing compounds (Col 3, lines 10-20; Col 4, 
lines 4-6) . The reference additionally teaches the addition of

solvent or solvent mixtures and high molecular weight 
compound(s) (Col 6, line 40 to Col 7, line 14). Although made 
by a different process than recited (Col 3, lines 55-50), the 
resultant organometallic product would be the same as instantly 
claimed. The reference specifically or inherently meets each of 
the claimed limitations. 

"[E]ven though product-by-process claims are limited by and 
defined by the process, determination of patentability is based 
on the product itself. The patentability of a product does not 
depend on its method of production. If the product in the 
product-by-process claim is the same as or obvious from a 
product of the prior art, the claim is unpatentable even though 
the prior product was made by a different process." In re 
Thorpe, 777 F.2d 695, 698, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

In view of the foregoing, the above claims have failed to 
patentably distinguish over the applied art. 

The remaining references listed on forms 892 and 1449 have 
been reviewed by the examiner and are considered to be cumulative 
to or less material than the prior art references relied upon in 
the rejection above. 

Claims 2-4, 9-13, and 16-19 are allowable over the prior art. 
The prior art of record does not disclose or suggest the instant 
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method steps, or the recited functional groups, required in these 
claims .
